The girls on their birthday get 
out their dolls. You have seen 
Japanese dolls with pink cheeks, 
queer flat eyes and a little circle of 
Itristly, black hair ulued on the 
hack of their heads Well, they 
have big and little dolls like that. 
Some of the dolls look so much like 
real bal)i«'8 that you have to look 
twice to s(>e whether they are real 
or make believe. The girls carry 
their dolls fastened on their backs, 
jiisl as their mothers once carried 
them. Little girls and boys the 
world over, when they can have 
half a chance, like to do just as 
" grown-ups" do. 

On Ihe boys' birlhd..y the air is 
full of strange fish, which look as 
if they were to swim against the 
wintl. They are on top of poles 
and everj' boy is holding one of 
these up. The fish are of paper. 
The wind blow through them, 
making them wriggle back and 
torth, as if they were actually 
swimming. 

The Japanese mother delights to 
shave the head of the little "Jap," 
or at least she acts as If she did. 
She begins to shave his head as 
soon as lh»>re is enough hair there to 
sliavo off. And thiMi what a funny 
way 8h(> shaves him! Perhaps she 
will go all over his Lead except one 
spot, at the back of the neck. Here 
she will leave a little tuft of hair, 
like a small Uncle Sam's chin 
whisker. A little later she does 
with his hair what is done with 
some dogs and what gat doners 
do with some shrults on the la^vn; 
she tries to cut it in queer shapes, 
in order to see which is the most 
becoming.

Ho seems 
to staring up at the sun and in 
danger of bocoming blind, but you 
look more closely and you see that 
not onlj' are hie eyes covered by his 
thick eye-lids, but he is actually 
asleep. His head rolls around, but 
he does not wake up as his nurse 
takes a hop.

The boys have kite bat lies. The 
strings are gurametl with powdered 
glass. Two boys will try to cut the 
strings of each other's kite with 
powdered glass.

Kendall Orbbn, Wahhinoton, 
C, October 22. — The game 
between George Washington 
University — formerly Columbian — 
and Gallaudet resulteil in a defeat 
for our team. But it was an honor- 
able defeat and one' which carried 
along with it no bitterness, no 
sense of having been unfairly dealt 
with. The game was very exciting 
and the result was in doubt until 
close to tire end, Washington 
managed by the hardest kind of 
work, to score a single touchdown 
in the second half and this, together 
with a safety in the firstf period, 
made their score seven points lo 
our nothing. Most of Washingt/)n's 
ground was gained ori long runs 
and rushes through our left wing. 
Our right wing was very strong and 
proved itself almost impregnaide to 
the assaults of the Washingtonians 
Rfjbertson was as quick as a flash 
in getting through, and on fteveral 
occHsions nailctd the man with the 
ball before he could start. Mike 
sell showed up strongly on both 
offense and defense. Meunif'r 
made some goo<l gains with the liall, 
once making a twenty yaid run. 
Back of the line Earl Mather played 
his first game for Gallaudet, and 
did fine work, consideiing Ihic fact. 
On at least one occasion he saved a 
touchdown, and several times 
downed the vVjishington back after 
he had got well around the end 
He is very green, of course, and so 
his two fumbles were partly excuse 
able. He may be expeclerl lo show 
up well hereafter. Both Robertson 
and Kutzteb did good work in 
advancing Ihetmll.and Roberts«m's 
defensive stunts batre alrendy been 
mentioned, Krd played his position 
with his usual coolness and nerve. 
In fact, the whole tijain deserves 
praise for its game stand against 
their htavy opponents, who, under 
theeoacninK «»f Korke, Georgetown's 
old guard, have, improved greatly 
over fonnei ye;ifMin reijx-ei lo Ictru 
work and spee<l. Washington's 
average weight was 170 pounds, as 
against 147 for Gallaudet. 

Till! game began at 4 :.'iO, West 
kicking off for George Washinufon, 
the ball being hehl on Gallauflet's 
seven yard lino, Mikesell made 
four yards, and Kntzleb added two 
more for the down. Meiinier made 
another yard, followed by Robert- 
son for five through tackle, Rei- 
chard made three yards, to which 
Garrett added one and Kntzleb two. 
Mikesell made his length through 
the other tackle. Meunier came up 
to the scratch with a preltj' run 
around left end . for twenty yards. 
Reichard got three yards, Knlzlei) 
made five, and Roberts«jn four, 
landing the ball at the middle of 
the field. Here G W, U, held for 
downs and obtained the ball They 
started off with a rush, Winston 
making twelve yards around his 
right end. On the next play, a 
doublr! i»#ss fooled Gallaudet com- 
pletely, and Stevenson cariied the 
ball to the three yard line before he 
was downed by Krd. A touchdown 
Bwenred certain, bnt Gallaudet held 
for two downs, and on the third. 
West fumbled, Dusch gelling the 
ball. Meunier went back bf the 
goal line to punt the ball out of 
danger, but t»ie pass went over his 
head, just grazing his fingers, and 
the best he could do whs to fall on 
it, making a safety, or two points 
for G. W. U. The ball was brought 
out, and Meunier punted out to 
Washington's forty. five yard line. 
On the next play, the Washington 
runner was thrown l)ack for a five 
yard loss which could not be made 
u{>, so West punted The punt was 
a miserable effort, and Gallaudet 
hacl the ball in the middle of the 
field. Gallau'Jel in her turn was 
forced to kick. Washington made 
three yards, then fumbled, and 
Gallaudet had the ball on her 
opponent's thirty yard line, Kutz- 
leb and Garrett made it first down, 
then P>d was thrown back three 
yards. As Meunier conld only get 
ba<;k three, and it was then third 
down with five yards to make, 
Mikesell dropped back to try for a 
placement goal, though with faint 
hope of success, as the angle was 
dilTicuIt. Goal failed, George 
Washington now kicked out an<l, 
securing the bail on a funil)le, 
ma^Je eighteen ynrdn in six rushes, 
then time was ualJed for the first 
half, with the score, Washington 'Z, 
Gallaudet 0. 

In the se<Hrn<l half Meunier kick 
off lo tieorge Washington's 
twenty yard line, A couple of long 
runs sandwiched in between short- 
er gains, look the ball to our fifty 
yarri line. Here Stoenenwjn, G, W, 
(I's quarterback, finding no r)ue at 
hand to receive the ball, uiidertrM)k 
to carry it himself without going 



out the required flvo yards, thereby 
bringing down on his team a penal- 
ty of fifteen yards. Being unable 
to make up this loss, Washington 
punted. After a couple of trifling 
gains, Meunier kicked to the 
middle of the field, Washington 
tore off twelve j'ards, was thrown 
back three, made up this loss with 
five yanls lo spare. In two more 
trials another first down was made, 
then Gallaudet braced and threw 
the Washingtonian's back five 
yards. An unavailing effort to make 
the down followed, and it was Gal- 
Isudet's ball on her thirty yard lino. 
Reichard made three yards, then 
Meunier punted to his opponent's 
forty-yard line. Two runs for 
fifteen and twenty-five yards with a 
couple of five yard gains in be- 
tween, carried the ball down again 
to Gallaudet's twelve yard line. 
Here Gallaudet again braced and 
twice threw her opponents back for 
a loss, so Washington attempted a 
drof) kick for goal, but failed. 
Meunier kicked out to the fifty-yard 
line. From this point Washington 
took the ball over, making most of 
her gains through our left wing. 
Goal being misseil, the scon; stood 
Washington 7, Gallaudet 0, It whs 
now dark, and the s{>ectators wore 
quite unable to see the plays. 
Georire Washington kicked off and 
gsined the ball on a fumble. Car- 
rying it down the field in the 
gathering darkness, the Washing 
tonians had it on Gallaudet's five 
yar«l line, where our fellows madt 
a last stand, 'and then time was 
called.

James lying near the s[)ot where he 
was struck. His hat was not a bit 
torn or damaged, neither was his 
dinner pall. Forfiinately, he was 
not mangled, only a bad cut in the 
head an<l dislocation of the rightr 
shoulder. He was taken to Ihe 
Braddock Station, and from there 
to an iinderf/ikcr's establishment. 

John worked all Sunday night, 
and was on his way home when he 
was accosted Ity ,ratnes' boss, who 
asked him if he hail seen his 
brother John gave a ne^'ative ro- 
|>ly, at the same time realizing that 
Homethiiig had giwie wrong. The 
boss said .Tames got hurl, and took 
him lo the staliiui, whent ha re- 
cognized James lying with a smile 



on his face as if sleeping, John 
hurried homo, where in the yard he 
saw his father feeding James' 
pigeons, John asked him if ho 
was well enough to hear any kind of 
news. Being assured he was so, ho 
was told the terrible fate Ihul befell 
Jam(!S. Mis. John Friend wiis told 
the same, but could not believe it, 
for scarcely ten ininules auo he was 
teasing her and making her laugh. 
Could it be so; she could not be- 
lieve it. 

At two o'clock that afternoon the 
remains were taken lionie and left 
there till burial, which took place 
Wednesday afternoon, at 3:30 p.m. 

Just one Wednesday before he 
was a prominent figure at the 
general meeting of the Bazaar 
Comniiltee. He showed lobusl 
health find was as agile as ever. 
The following Wednesday he was 
buried. 

Here are some facts worth 
mentioning. 

The next day afleV the general 
meeting, he expressed his intention 
of going to the city, but did not. 
He said the same thing on Saturday 
but stayed home and made those* 
about him unusually miithful. Ho 
was unusually jovial When bed 
time came, he lingered behind, 
cleaned his desk ami then retired 
Sunday he (jailed on his love, and 
whenever he look leave of her, ho 
always said " Good Night," bul 
that Sunday night, he said "Good 
Bye," in all probability uuoou- 
sciiously, 

Mondaj morning, that fateful 
morning, appeared, and found him 
as usual happy and blithe, but un- 
usual at the breakfast table was 
Mrs, John Friend, who pr» viously 
felt better in getting up at 7 a.m , 
having bei^n previously ill. How- 
ever at this time she got up unusual- 
ly early to heljiget James' breakfast 
and prepare his lunch. 

When James look leave for work 
lie UHually went straight ahead, but 
that morning he Iniiuel around lo 
look at his home several tinuw and 
then disappeared. He took an un- 
usual route t<) work which resulted in 
his death. Usually his boss waited 
for him and together they strolled 
lo \^(irk, but that moining the boss 
thought James had pone, and so 
went on wiihoul him, .Tames made 
friends wherever he went, and 
was welcomed everywhere, All 
who had known him will miss him.

Mrs. Gar<*y, superintendent of the 
hospital, adopted the child and gave 
hei the name of Eliza Adams. Two 
years ago the adopted mother <lied, 
an<l Miss Adams is more than <(ver 
tiesiroiis of finding her ndalives.

The party left the Reading Term- 
inal at 7:30 A.M. and arrived at 
Mauch Chunk at about 10:30. 
Leaving Ihe train they immediately 
inad« for the Switchback Station, 
which was reached by climbing up 
a stot>p hill from which a fine birds- 
eye view of the suri'onnding scenery 
was obtained.

One year ago she received an olter 
from the Superintendent of the 
School for the Deaf of Delavan, 
Wis., to teach a deaf-blind girl, Eva 
Haliday. 

She accepted the offer. Miss Hali- 
day, while deaf and blind, retains 
her speech and readily reads by plac- 
ing tier hand on the lips of her 
teacher. 

Dnrinv: ihe winter another deaf- 
blind child, Annie Johnson, was 
addetl to Miss Rice's class. She, 
like Kva Haliday, has a good voca- 
bulary. 

SECOND YKAK s WORK. 

Last June Miss Rice was re- 
appointed and has just entered upon 
her second year's work in Ihe Wis- 
consin school, with a class of three 
deaf-blind. Minnie Dunch is a 
beautiful young laily, whose educa- 
tion is now 10 begin. 

Miss Rice's pupils use the type- 
writer and Braille system, the 
manual alphattet ami lip reading. 
Annie Johnson and Eva Haliday 
accompanied Miss Rice to the Fair 
at St. Louis, where they remained 
two weeks and saw the entire 
axpusiliou throuifh their teacher's 
hand. 

Their delight at what they saw 
was wonderful for children handi- 
capped as they are. 

The ITuited Siat«s Government 
building was an endless source of 
interest, and each day they request- 
ed to return There are few quali- 
fied for the work Miss Rice is 
engaged in. 

She is V)nt 21 years of age, .md in 
other schools, where older teachers 
have but one such child to teach, 
much interest in e<incational circles 
is centered in Miss Rice's suco<'SS 
with a class of three deaf-blind. 
Miss Rice is the only daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Charles' Merrick 
Rice, of St. Clair Avenue, this city 

The pan^nts are graduates of the 
Ohio School for the Deaf, and Mr. 
Rice was a student at Gallaudet 
college. 

They have two sons, Percy, the 
older, being employed as clerk with 
the Columbus Street Railway Com- 
pany, while the younger boy, Free- 
man, is ill Garfield Avenue School.

Ln us remember the higher reason 
fAr Christia'n Unity Our Lord 
pi;i.\i tl that Christians " all may be 
one"; and the Apostle Panl exhorts 
against " divisions" He entreats 
the Ephesians not lo be "tossed to 
and fro, and carried about with 
everv wind of doctrine." * The 
Psalmist says: " Behold how good 
and how pleasant it is for brethren 
to dwell together in unity."

A hisrhly edn<'ated Cliinama;i has 
written a iMJok on the Reliuions of 
America. From it we quote the 
following: — " Instead of haviim 
one nnited .-md strong Church and 
devutiuM themselves lo the real 
duties of Christianity, these Ameri- 
can Christians have divided irre 
vncably, and so lost strength and 
force. They are in a sense turned 
against themselves; and their i-e- 
ligious colleges are graduating men 
to perpetuate the differences 
Better it would be if all would be 
united, like the Confucians, .md 
work together for the conversion of 
the world." 

Among the many strong words in 
support of Christian Unity from the 
pens ot Clergy and Laily of differ 
ent religious bodies, I .select the 
following from a Presbyterian 
Pastor of Cleveland : " In common 
with many persons of all evangeli- 
cal churches, 1 believe the time has 
come for the divisions of protesfant 
Christendom to be healed I believt 
the necess»ity is urgent for one urcat 
evangelical Catholic Church. The 
present diri.xions have no justifica- 
tion. I Irelieve that division more 
than any thing else stands in the 
way of a triumphant ciiristendom. 
With H nnited Church we could 
sweep the world for Christ. There 
would not be six denominational 
churches in one village wher*^ one 
sti-ong Church would suffice. There 
would be enormous savings in 
expenditure for missionary fields."

One 
church certHinly can very well at- 
tend to their spiritual needs, at fat 
less expense. Division, we have 
seerr, is very expensive. Atthisday, 
business interest's are merging for 
reasons of economy; but in the 
christian worhl division seems to be 
going ou all the time. To use the 
words of Christ: *' The children 
of the world are In their generation 
wiser than the children of light." 

Statistics give hs more than an 
bundled variant religious bodies in 
the Uuite<) States. Think of all 
these engaged in work among a 
mere handful of tleaf- mutes! One 
Churcii cert.ainly is iMionirh for 
them.

It is not possible t.o realize what 
the above figures mean without 
making a few comparisons. 't\w 
mairazine business has become so 
enormous that its statistics convey 
no clear idea to our minds. We 
must call in the aid of imagination 
and transform the figures into pio- 
tu res. 

We all know, for instance, that 
Minneapolis is a large city. There 
are only eiirhteen American cities 
that are larger. Yet if all the 
people who make magazines were to 
move to one spot, they would make 
a city as large as Minneapolis. 
There are eight States or Terrilories 
that have a smaller populati'in than 
the proud city of Ma^azinia would 
have.
